cent, of the pupils entering Indiana 
high schools quit before

graduated were made public at the 
itfflee of Charles A. Greathouse, >tate 
Mipcrintendent of public instruction. 
The figures compiled from the total 
attendance for the school year 1911- 
1912 and the table shows an enroll­ 
ment of 520,723 for the high schools 
and grades of the state. 
The total enrollment in 
the 
high 
schools for the year was 55,247. 
Of 
this number, 20,599 were enrolled iii 
the first-year classes and only 9.109 
in the fourth-year (‘lasses. 
In the 
seeond-year classes there 
was 
an 
enrollment of 
14. 081 and 
in 
the 
third-year classes there was a total 
enrollment of only 10,898. 
Iii the grade school complication 
there is shown a great falling off in 
the number o f children enrolled iii 
the higher grades a s compared with 
the attendance in the lower grades.

Sore shoulders and necks In horses 
are, as a rule, due to an improper fit 
in collar orhames. 
Occasionally un­ 
even surface or hard lumpy areas in 
the filling may he the cause, or im­ 
proper care of the horse in early 
spring before the skin and underlying 
tissuesf have become hardened to the 
collar pressure. 
Diseased conditions of the foot or 
limb may cause sore shoulders from 
an abnormal gait. 
A horse’s collar 
should be fitted with greater care 
than a pair of patent leathers on an 
aggregation of bunions, corns and in­ 
grown toe nails. 
Why? 
Because the 
horse has no means of making his 
pain known to the majority of driv­ 
ers, while the wearer of patent leath­ 
ers can “grin and bear it,” consoling 
himself with the thought that his un­ 
derstanding show's up well even if his 
face does wear a peculiar, puzzling 
expression. 
The collar should be well 
made, 
with a fair amount of springiness on 
pressure, smooth, even surface, and 
adapted to the use required; as, for 
instance, a heavy collar for heavy 
draft work, while a lighter one can 
be used for driving horses. Let it be 
sufficiently long that the hand may 
be easily passed beneath th© under 
surface of the neck and wide enough 
that the fingers can just be passed 
between the front border and the side 
of th© neck. 
This rule 
varies 
somewhat, 
of 
course, in the various types of horses, 
as some thick-necked horses expand 
the neck when drawing a load. 
These 
will require a slightly wider collar. 
I jet th© collar fit snugly over the en­ 
tire bearing surface. 
Having fitted 
the collar, next comes the fitting of 
the hames to the collar and the prop­ 
er adjustm ent of the height of the 
attachment of the tug.

Belfast, Sept. 28.—In Ulster hall last j 
night the final meeting of the anti­ 
home rule covenant campaign was 
held. 
The building was crowded to 
suffocation and an overflow meeting 
was held in the street outside and 
comprised many thousands of people. 
Several letters from Unionist lead­ 
ers were read and evoked enthusiasm. 
| Arthur J. Balfour, the former Union­ 
ist leader, wrote that nothing would 
induce him to believe that the British 
people or even the present house of 
commons, which grossly misrepresents 
them, would try to drive Ulster out of 
the union if they even faintly com­ 
prehended Ulster’s passionate loathing 
of the scheme of dismemberment. 
“There must surely be some limit 
to 
the government’s 
recklessness,” 
wrote Mr. Balfour, “and even they 
must hesitate 
to 
make 
loyalty 
a 
crime.” 
The Marquis of Londonderry, who 
presided at the meeting, declared that 
the covenant would be carried out to 
the lettter, notwithstanding the grave 
responsibility it incurred. 
The Mar­ 
quis of Salisbury and Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford also spoke. 
A resolution in accordance with the 
purpose of the meeting was carried 
with 
furious 
enthusiasm, 
and 
the 
Orangemen today are signing a cov­ 
enant pledging themselves to ignore 
the Irish parliament when it is estab­ 
lished and not to pay taxes under the 
proposed new order of things. 
There was a dramatic incident dur­ 
ing the meeting. 
Colonel Wallace, a 
prominent Orangemen, produced a flag 
which had been borne in the front of 
William III. at the battle of the Boyne. 
It is a treasured relic of the descend­ 
ants of lieutenant Watson, who car­ 
ried it during the famous fight. 
Col­ 
onel Wallace announced that they 
thought that “now is the time it should 
come forth to again take its place in 
the van of freedom." 
The immense 
audience was thrilled and there were 
roars of applause. 
Colonel Wallace handed over the 
flag, which has a five-pointed star in 
the center and a red cross in the cor­ 
ner, to Sir Edward Carson, who car­ 
ried it before him when he headed the 
procession of signers of the covenant 
today.

Then, too, most of us are apt to 
grow careless about the poultry bus!- ( 
ness, since it is not, at present, bring- j 
ing us in anything worth mentioning, j 
We neglect lo clean out the drop­ 
pings as often as we used to; the 
roosts are never washed and aired ; 
out; no fresh new nests 
take 
the ; 
place of the old, filthy ones; while , 
the heat coupled with all these pro­ 
duces a scent both nauseating and 
dangerous to the flock. 
Lice and mites thrive under these 
conditions and unless we keep a close 
and constant watch they sneak in and 
are playing havoc before we realize 
it. 
So, let’s dip the hens about the 
time they begin to moult and spray 
tho poultry house 
thoroughly 
with 
some effective, home-made solution. I 
There are mony such and they cost 
next to nothing. 
Let'g 
wash 
the 
roosts 
with 
ten 
quarts of good, strong soap-suds to 
which have been added a quart of 
kerosene and some strong brine, or 
use a good coat of whitewash. 
Let’s Ste that every atom of the 
droppings is removed from the build­ 
ings, then, to make sure we have done 
a clean job. spade up the dirt floor to 
bury the last vestige of filth. 
This 
should bring matters back to normal 
and 
with 
an 
occasional 
spraying, 
ought to Insure the flock beginning 
the fall and winter egg-laying cam­ 
paign early.

— Arrested on 
the complaint of a Sixth avenue store­ 
keeper on a charge of shop-lifting, a 
good-looking young woman, when ar­ 
raigned in police court was confronted 
by shopkeepers and agents of big ho­ 
tels, who told the detectives that un­ 
der the names of .Mrs. Lew Fields,

strident whom she met one summer in 
Vermont. 
They fell in love, but had 
no money and could not marry. 
She said that she had been in a 
convent in Baltimore and that she 
originally came from Chicago. It was 
when she admitted, however, that she 
had lived for a while in Boston that 
the detectives were able to get some 
inkling of the girl’s identity. 
They 
communicated with the Boston i>olice 
and were informed that under the 
name of Vera Dowling, she had been 
sent to the Imncaster reform school 
on Aug. 15, 1911. on tho charge of 
grand larceny.

Besides, the prosecutor declares that 
he obtained the endorsement of a 
relative on another check for $92.00, 
alleged by him to have been given by 
a concern which the prosecutor says 
is not in existence as far as he can 
learn.

sertion. The prosecutor says lie will 
send officers with requisition papers 
at once if this county does not in- 
tend to handle him. 


But the prosecutor will not have 


the opportunity to prosecute

sonville.

SORE SHOULDERS AND NECKS 


Trouble Found In Many Horses Due 


Ordinarily to Improper Fitting 


Collars and Hames. 


(By R. G. -WEATHERSTONE.) 


Sore shoulders and necks in horses 


are, as a rule, due to an improper fit 
in collar orhames. Occasionally un- 
even surface or hard lumpy areas in 
the filling may be the cause, or im- 
proper care of the horse in early 
spring before the skin and underlying 
tissues^ have become hardened to the 
collar pressure. 


Diseased conditions of the foot or 


limb may cauae sore shoulders from 
an abnormal gait. A horse's collar 
should be fitted with greater care 
than a pair of patent leathers on an 
aggregation of bunions, corns and in- 
grown toe nails. Why? Because the 
horse has no means of making his 
pain known to the majority of driv- 
ers, while the wearer of patent leath- 
ers can "grin and bear it," consoling 
himself with the thought that his un- 
derstanding shows up well even if his 
face does wear a peculiar, puzzling 
expression. 


The collar should be well 
made, 


with a fair amount of springiness on 
pressure, smooth, even surface, and 
adapted to the use required; as, for 
instance, a heavy collar for heavy 
draft work, -while a lighter one can 
be used for driving horses. Let it be 
sufficiently long that the hand may 
be easily passed beneath the under 
surface of the neck and wide enough 
that the fingers can just be passed 
between the front border and the side 
of the neck. 


This rule 
varies 
somewhat, 
of 


course, in the various types of horses, 
as some thick-necked horses expand 
the neck when drawing a load. These 
will require a slightly wider collar. 
Let the collar fit snugly over the en- 
tire bearing surface. Having fitted 
the collar, next comes the fitting of 
the hames to the collar and the prop- 
er adjustment of the height of the 
attachment of the tug.

Farmers Are Waiting For Heavy 


Rain so They Can Use Them 


to Advantage. 


There are about two dozen King 


road drags in various parts of this 
count}-, newly made and waiting for 
a fair opportunity to use them, says 
the Connersville Xews. Several have 
been used, after light rains, with con- 
siderable effect, but not with any 
such results as have been predicted, 
or are still hoped for them. The re- 
sult of the recent D. Ward King 
meeting here, as is remembered, was 
largely that of persuading a large 
number of the people of the county 
to give the King drags a trial. 


This instrument is used with fine re- 


sults on earth roads, and it is be- 
lieved to be a patent fact that there 
it works better than it ever can on 
gravel roads. Nevertheless, dragging 
is admitted by all to be a thing sadly 
needed on the roads of Payette coun- 
ty, and there is a very general wish 
to see these new implements tried 
here. 


Since the King meeting here the 


ground has never been 
thoroughly 


wet. There have been rains, indeed, 
but it takes great quantities of water 
to penetrate the firm, mixed clay and 
gravel, packed by the weight of 
thousands of falling hoofs and roll- 
ing wheels which form the Fayettc 
county roadbeds, and make them soft 
and pliable. And this very softness 
and pliability is what is needed to 


give the new drags a fair chance to 
prove their worth. It will probably 
be next spring, after the freezes and 
thaws, and the rains of the fall and 
the spring have fallen, before this 
condition will come. Then the drags 
will be set to work and many miles of 
road will be thoroughly dragged, 
smoothed, rounded up and graded. A 
few weeks or months, of ordinary use 
after that is expected to show up the 
value or lack of value of these im- 
plements, beyond any further ques- 
tion or debate. It is hardly probable 
that their usefulness can be decided 
upon at an earlier time, though they 
will probably be used more or less 
this fall, and at times during the

Borne in the Front of William III. at 
the Battle of the Boyne, Ulsterites 
Today Are Marshalling Covenanters 
Who Are Pledging Themselves to 
Resist Home Rule to the Last Ditch. 


Belfast, Sept. 28.—In Ulster hall last 


night the final meeting of the anti- 
home rule covenant campaign was 
held. The building was crowded to 
suffocation and an overflow meeting 
was held in the street outside and 
comprised many thousands of people. 


Several letters from Unionist lead- 


ers were read and evoked enthusiasm. 
Arthur J. Balfour, the former Union- 
ist leader, wrote that nothing would 
Induce him to believe that the British 
people or even the present house of 
commons, which grossly misrepresents 
them, would try to drive Ulster out of 
the union if they even faintly com- 
prehended Ulster's passionate loathing 
of the scheme of dismemberment. 


"There must surely be some limit 


to the government's recklessness," 
wrote Mr. Balfour, "and even they 
must hesitate to make loyalty a 
crime." 


The Marquis of Londonderry, who 


presided at the meeting, declared that 
the covenant would be carried out to 
the lettter, notwithstanding the grave 
responsibility it Incurred. The Mar- 
quis of Salisbury and Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford also spoke. 


A resolution in accordance with the 


purpose of the meeting was carried 
with furious enthusiasm, and the 
Orangemen today are signing a cov- 
enant pledging themselves to ignore 
the Irish parliament when It is estab- 
lished and not to pay taxes under the 
proposed new order of things. 


There was a dramatic incident dur- 


ing the meeting. Colonel Wallace, a 
prominent Orangemen, produced a flag 
which had been borne in the front of 
William III. at the battle of the Boyne. 
It is a treasured relic of the descend- 
ants of Lieutenant Watson, who car- 
ried it during the famous fight. Col- 
onel Wallace announced that they 
thought that "now is the time it should 
come forth to again take its place in 
the van of freedom." The immense 
audience was thrilled and there were 
roars of applause. 


Colonel Wallace handed over the 


flag, which has a five-pointed star in 
the center and a red cross in the cor- 
ner, to Sir Edward Carson, who car- 
ried it before him when he headed the 
procession of signers of the covenant 
today.

New York, Sept. 28. — Arrested on 


the complaint of a Sixth avenue store- 
keeper on a charge of shop-lifting, a 
good-looking young woman, when ar- 
raigned in police court was confronted 
by shopkeepers and agents of big ho- 
tels, who told the detectives that un- 
der the names of Mrs. Lew Fields, 
Jane Cowl, the actress, Mrs. Tewks- 
bury, the wife of a broker, Mrs. Vera 
Dowling, Dorothy Forbes and Miss 
Hollander, she had stayed for eight 
weeks at some of the best hotels in 
town and had ordered clothes of all 
sorts and prices that had been sent 
without question. 
The woman gave 


her name as Frances Hollender when 
arrested in her room at the Astor 
hotel, and said she was a college girl. 


Magistrate Krotel held her in $2,000 


ball for the grand jury when she had 
waived examination. 
She told the 


court's probation officer that all her 
troubles came about from a Harvard 
student whom she met one summer in 
Vermont. They fell in love, but had 
no money and could not marry. 


She said tha{ she had been in a 


convent in Baltimore and that she 
originally came from Chicago. It was 
when she admitted, however, that she 
had lived for a while in Boston that 
the detectives were able to get some 
inkling of the girl's identity. They 
communicated with the Boston police 
and were informed that under the 
name of Vera Dowling, she had been 
sent to the Lancaster reform school 
on Aug. 15, 1911, on the charge of 
grand larceny.

TO TRACK GAME 


Chicago .Racing Men to Bs 


Checked In Indiana, 


THE GOVERNOR TAKES A HAND 


Upon Receiving the Information That 


Track Gamblers Had Devised a Sys- 
tem of Bookmaking Designed to Cir- 
cumvent Indiana Law, Gov. Marshall 
Instructed the Attorney General to 
Take Steps to Thwart the Violation. 


Indianapolis. Sept. 2S.—-Governor 


Marshall has instructed Attorney Gen- 
eral Honan to file suit in the Lake- 
Porter circuit court to enjoin the pro- 
moters of the Mineral Springs Jockey 
club at Porter. Ind., from starting a 
race meet, scheduled for the middle 
of October. An elaborate system of 
gambling, to be used by Chicago gam- 
blers, was to have been carried out at 
the track, according to information 
which reached the governor. 
It was 


said the promoters were forming a 
system of oral bookmaking by which 
they hoped to evade the Indiana gam- 
bling laws. Discussing the situation, 
Governor Marshall said: 


"I'm going to notify the sheriff of 


Porter county to arrest every one of 
them up there as soon as laws are 
broken. While I'm in office Indiana is 
not going to be the dumping ground 
for Chicago gamblers. I stopped it at 
New Albany when the state was be- 
coming the dumping ground for Louis- 
ville, and I'm going to stop it up there 
in the northwestern counties, too. 


"I'm old enough to remember when 


we had a law against ninepins in In- 
diana. Straightway somebody put an- 
other pin in the alley to evade the 
law. That sort of thing is not going 
to happen at Porter." 


The jocltey club was incorporated 


under the laws of South Dakota, and 
it is on that basis that the suit for 
injunction will be brought asainst 
them. To prevent them from incor- 
porating in Indiana, the governor has 
ordered tli>? secretary of state to re- 
fuse to accept articles of incorporation 
from the club.

ers called them out in a general strike.
